NEW BRITAIN -To the dismay 
of one victim's family, a Superior 

Berlin Boy* Scout leader the mini- 
mum prison term in the sexual as- 
saui t of two boys who were members 
of his troop. 

Judge W*ndy Susco sentenced Da- 
vid P. Mauie Sr., 46, of 23 Wilcox 
Court, Berlin, to five years in prison, 
suspended after nine months, and 
probation for five years. The nine- 
month imprisonment is the mini- 
mum required by state iaw for those 
found guilty of second-degree sexual 
assault. s 

After the sentence, relatives of 
one of the boys appeared angry and 
distraught.. A grandmother, in tears, 
complained about what she said was 



an unjustly light sentence. An uncle 
began shouting at sheriffs and was 
led from the Superior Court building 
by a deputy. & 
Susco said she understood the rel- 
atives' feelings, but added that jus- 
tice would not be served by giving 
Mauie a lengthy prison term. Susco 
said Mauie needs psychiatric treat- 
ment and that such treatment for 
first-time sex offenders is "virtually** ~ 
non-existent" in state prisons : 
Mauie's lawyer, Hubert Santos of • 
Hartford, said Mauie has been re- 
ceiving treatment in the sex-offend- 1 
ers program at Meriden-Wailing- f 
ford Hospital and will continue in the 1 
program after his release from the ' 
.Connecticut Correctional Institution 
at Somers.

Peter Schoech has taken over as 
scoutmaster of Troop 13. He said 
Tuesday he was shocked at the alle- 



gations against Maule. 

"I've known him since he was a 
kid. We grew up together. None of us 
can believe any of this," Schoech 
said. 

Arrest warrant affidavits state 
the charges stem from complaints 
filed by two New Britain boys. 

The boys, aged 13 and II, spoke 
separately to police in mid-May af- 
ter seeing a program on sexual 
abuse, the affidavits state. 

The affidavits say each bov told 
police a similar story. Each boy said 
Maule picked him up on several 
Tuesday nights and drove him to a 
deserted road in Berlin, where most 
of the incidents took place. The inci- 
dents took place during a two-month 
period before the complaints the 
affidavits state. 

Tbey adso say Maule frequectlv 
asked permission to take the boys 
out Tuesday nights for ice cream or 
to work on Boy Scout merit badges. 

A complaint filed by the 13- year- 
old boy resulted in Berlin police's 
charging Maule with one count of 
second-degree sexual assault, five 
counts of fourth-degree sexual as- 
sault, one count of attempted sexual 
assault and seven of risk of injury to 
a minor, court records state. 

The same teenager reported two 
other incidents he said occurred at a 
home in New Britain. As a result of 
those complaints, New Britain po- 
lice charged Maule with one count of 



fourth-degree sexual assault and one 
count of risk of injury to a minor, 
court records state. 

The 11-year-old boy reported two 
incidents that led to charges fay Ber- 
lin police of second-degree sexual 
assault and risk of injury to a minor. 

Second-degree sexual assault is 
defined by state statutes as sexual 
intercourse with a minor and is a 
felony. Conviction carries a manda- ; 
tory nine-month jail sentence. j 
Fourth-degree sexual assault is j 
defined as intentionally subjecting a j 
minor to sexual contact It is a mis- ! 
demeanor and carries a sentence not j 
to exceed one year in jail or a $500 : 
fine, or both. I 

Risk of injury is a misdemeanor ; 
and is punishable by a maximum of | 
10 years in prison or a $500 fine. 

Maule was arrested May 23 by 
both Berlin and New Britain police. 
Berlin police filed additional 
charges May 31. Maule had pleaded 
not guilty to all charges. 

A pre-trial hearing before Kaplan 
has been set for July 8 in Superior 
Court in New Britain, 

A spokesman for Boy Scouts of 
America, Richard P. 3ehrens, said 
Tuesday there is a possibility Maule 
could be reinstated if acquitted of 
the charges against him. 

"It's hard to say at this point," 
Behrens said.
